Ox Tuesday evening last, the North 
China Branch of the Royal Asiatic 
Society commenced its winter session. 
Tho meoting was scantily attended, 








owing to the arrival of the French 
mail, and tho nbscneo of any subject 
of special interest in the bill of fare. 





Still, tho business transacted at the 
meeting was not unimportant, Tho 
gathering of members, though’ small, 
consisted of gentlemen who aro well 
known to take a keen interest in 
tific subjects, nnd therefore practical 
suggoxtions wore numerous, One pro- 
position which has always had th 
advocacy of this journal was nt last 
brought forward, and for the first timo 
tho idea ofa museum in connection 
with the socioty wns discussed. 

‘Thero are two classes of objects which 
might be gronped in an institution of 
this character. First—tho various im- 
plements ans! ntonsils which illustrate 
the customs of Asiario nations might bo 
nccumulated. Wo might without difi- 
culty collect articles which range under 
the generic namo of  carioa,” and 
which tend to illustento the domestic 
and social lifo of Bastern peoples with 
accuracy and minntoness. ‘Tho older 
‘and moreangnst dynasties of the middlo 
Kingdom would contribyuto antiques of| 
gront valno, and wo might farnish, at 
trifling ontiay, a chamber second’ to 
none in historical interest. Th 
no aspect of thy mnseam question, and 
is porhinps an ombodiment of tho most, 
popular conception of such an institu. 
tion. But there is a'loss showy but no 
Tons usofal sido. We might havo x 
eonsiderable spnco allotted to natural 
objects. Not only Tartar weapons, 
and ancient poresiain and the “labori- 
ous orient ivory sphero in sphere," but 
specimens of ‘tho geology aud finna 
and coleoptera of the Flowory Land 
might bo gathered in the new em- 
porinm. Such a collection, wo 
eeivo, world really bonofit foroign 
residents in China far moro than a 
collection of objects “rich and rare,” 
liko thoso erowhilo gathered in Hydo 
Park and now attracting wonder 
the Champ de Mars, Snch of our re- 
ridenta ns tako interont in theso mat- 
tera, aro men who give their seanty 
leisure to the pursnits of natural his- 
tory, and who havo no timo to rend 
elaborate books. Yet they: desiro to 
enjoy tho plonsuro of collecting speci 
mons, and to havo somo menus of 
ascortnining tho value of their peculiar 
acquisitions. Now, if'a collection were 
‘opened in the Ningpo road, of objects 
of goological, or entomological, or 
botanical intorest, daly classed; and if 
such a collection woro rondily ac- 
cossiblo to memnbors, tho roault must 
provo highly henoficial, Excursion 
ists or hose parsaits 
or pleasnres tnke thom into tho in- 
terion aro constanly, lighting pan 

iméns, strange plants, 
naetal fonern, and birds of an une 
familiar plumnngo. Wore thero a mu- 
senm . theo varions ob- 
Jocts would bo bronght to the common 
centro, diligontly compared with othor 
specimens already ncqnired, and thas 
information would be rapidly and plea- 
santly attained.
